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Doctor’s fears over NHS plans - as 
Crown Health Centre to close EARLY 


HAVERHILL is up in arms 
after it was announced the 
town’s walk-in Crown Health 
Centre is to close three 
months EARLIER than 
planned. 

A campaign launched by the Weekly 
News only two weeks ago is calling for 
the closure - then set for October - to be 
halted until sufficient alternative health 
provision has been guaranteed by NHS 
Suffolk. 

More than 2,200 people have signed a 
petition run by the Weekly News and 
Haverhill Town Council on market stalls. 

But this week, in an outrageous twist,

NHS Suffolk announced that the closure 
of the centre, which has 900 registered 
patients and has had 22,000 walk-ins in 
the past three years, would now take 
place on July 28. 

Haverhill Town Council immediately 
issued a statement slamming the 
decision as “a disgraceful insult to the 
people of Haverhill”, and MP Matthew 
Hancock has already met with the head 
of the primary care trust calling for more 
health funding for the town. 

Yesterday afternoon, PCT represen¬ 
tatives met with doctors from all the 


town’s practices, but the short-term 
funding offered to finance a few extra 
sessions after the centre’s closure - 
amounting to only £50,000 over six 
months - was described as “ludicrous” 
by Dr Paul Stephenson, managing 
practice at Christmas Makings surgery, 
the largest in the town. 

Dr Stephenson said: “It is just a drop in 
the ocean when they are saving £1.2m by 
closing the clinic. We made it quite plain 
to them that there will be unmet clinical 
need in Haverhill and it will destabilise 
GP practice in the town. 

“We have profound concerns about 
this. The clinic was put into Haverhill 
because of our socio-economic make-up 
and deprivation. To take it away without 
the majority of that money remaining in 


Haverhill is iniquitous. 

“If the Riverside clinic in Ipswich 
closes, which is a similar facility, that 
money will go to Ipswich Hospital, so 
why on earth is the same thing not 
happening in Haverhill? The vast 
majority of out-of-hours cover has been 
provided by the clinic and it seems 
nonsensical that they have reduced the 
Haverhill base hours. 

“They already cut £300,000 from our 
budget three-four years ago using a 
formula which was fundamentally 
flawed because it took no account of our 
deprivation of socio demographics. We 
will be holding further meetings, 
because we are going to need more 
funding to cope with the extra work.”

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Caution for prison nurse who befriended fraudster 


A PRISON nurse has received a caution 
after befriending a “convicted fraudster” 
- taking a day off to drive him almost 
100 miles to a probation hostel in Kent. 

David Carter appeared before the 
Nursing and Midwifery Council (NMC) 
charged with giving a patient his 
personal mobile number and taking a 
day off on March 16, 2010, to drive the 
same patient to Fleming House 
Probation Hostel, in Maidstone, Kent, 
when he was released from a local 
prison. 

Carter, who was an agency nurse in 
the health care department at HMP 


Highpoint and HMP Whitemoor, near 
Huntingdon, at the time of the breaches 
and was involved in the prisoner’s care, 
admitted both charges. 

A further charge, which involved him 
attempting to persuade the patient not 
to go to the hostel but to go to 
Cambridge with him, was dropped as 
there was insufficient evidence. 

David Bennett, representing Carter, 
told the NMC panel at a hearing last 
week that the patient was a “convicted 
fraudster who was known for his evasive 
nature” so he could have made up a 
story relating to the third charge. 


He said when patient A was inducted 
into the hostel he stated that his next of 
kin was his partner whose name was 
“David Charles” and who was a doctor 
and that Carter recognised that his 
actions fell short of the standards 
expected of him as a registered nurse. 

At the hearing, Carter said he felt 
uncomfortable about taking patient A 
to the probation hostel but that he felt 
“obligated” after agreeing to do so. 

After taking the prisoner to the 
probation hostel as agreed, Carter 
waited for the patient and drove him to 
his brother’s house. 


However NMC case presenter, 
Rachna Gokani, said that Carter’s 
actions took place over a period of time 
and were not a single lapse of 
judgement. 

The NMC panel noted and Lesley 
White, panel chair, said: “Mr Carter 
chose to conceal his actions over a 
period of about four months which the 
panel concluded demonstrated a lack of 
integrity on the part of Mr Carter. 

The panel concluded that Carter’s 
action brought the reputation of the 
profession into disrepute and gave him 
a three-year caution order.

He said: “I am very 
honoured to serve Haverhill, 
especially as moving here all 
those years ago in the 
expansion scheme has 
helped my family tremen¬ 
dously. I have always wanted 
to help the less well-off and 
to give something back to 
Haverhill.” 

Previous mayor Cllr Byrne 
thanked Mr Mussett, who 
has been replaced by Will 
Austin, for his outstanding 
service to the town council 
and for his significant 
achievements for Haverhill. 
She wished him a very long 
and very happy retirement. 

Town councillors agreed 
unanimously that Mr 
Mussett should receive the 
accolade for his services 
over the past 17 years and a 


certificate and medal were 
awarded to him. 

Cllr Byrne reminded the 
meeting of Mr Mussett’s role 
in saving Haverhill Arts 
Centre from closure, and in 
the development and 
professionalisation of the 
town council. 

She also congratulated 
him on the “marvellous” 
programme of events now 
organised by the town 
council and the Arts Centre. 

She also highlighted his 


professional and technical 
skills as a clerk, and his 
recent and prestigious 
achievement in leading a 
successful bid to pilot 
Neighbourhood Community 
Budgeting in Haverhill, the 
only successful town 
council-led application. 

Cllr Byrne said that despite 
Mr Mussett’s achievements 
as clerk, he had still “mucked 
in” when necessary in the 
day-to-day operation of the 
town council.

HAVERHILL’S MP Matthew Hancock 
has spoken to the head of Suffolk’s 
Primary Care Trust to demand that 
Haverhill’s GPs are given enough 
resources to cope after the closure of 
the centre. 

Mr Hancock said: “After news that 
the Crown centre will now close in 
July I spoke to Paul Watson, head of 
Suffolk PCT, to let him know what 
people in the town feel about the 
decision. I have demanded he ensure 
enough resources for GPs in 
Haverhill to compensate for this 
unexpected change, and to ensure 
the transition can be managed 
smoothly. 

“Haverhill is a growing town. It 
needs more healthcare resources. 
The Government has protected the 
NHS budget, and NHS Suffolk’s 
budget is rising by £24m this year, 
on top of the £1.2m saved by closing 
the Crown centre. Haverhill deserves 



its fair share, and it is essential that 
some of this is invested in Haverhill 
to ensure those who live there get 
the level of care they need.” 


NEWS that the closure of the 
Crown Health Centre has been 
brought forward by three 
months has sparked anger. 

Protests were already mounting 
after the announcement that it 
would close in October, because it 
had failed to reduce attendance at 
A&E departments and was costing 
£1.2mayear to run. 

This week, NHS Suffolk 
announced that the centre will 
now close at midnight on July 28. It 
was stated that the closure had 
been brought forward to ensure 
adequate staffing levels to 
maintain patient safety. 

Martin Royal, director of 
corporate services, said: “We have 
learned from the engagement 
exercise that there needs to be 
improved access to GP appoint¬ 
ments. We are working with GP 
practices in the town to offer 
support through this change, and 
will monitor the changes very 
carefully. 

“Haverhill is an important town, 
and patients will get their share of 
funding over the next year for 
services such as dementia, carer 
support and a new telephone 
service for urgent care and more 
health checks aimed at keeping 
people healthy.” 

A statement from Haverhill 
Town Council said: “This latest 
decision to close the Crown Health 
Centre three months earlier than 
originally proposed is a disgraceful 
insult to the community of 
Haverhill. 

“NHS Suffolk has taken no 
action whatsoever to help the 
registered patients and other users 
of the Crown. This will leave 
people without the information 
they need in order to access urgent 
health care - their lives are quite 


literally being put at risk.” 

Borough and county councillor 
Anne Gower commended the 
Weekly News for launching its 
campaign to press for more health 
facilities in the town and said it 
was even more important now that 
the centre was to close sooner. 

She said: “I was one of the 
patients to register there and I 
have had no information what so 
ever about what I am supposed to 
do when it closes. 

“I think it is purely a financial 
thing. I have asked three times for 
the figures promised at the One 
Haverhill meeting without success. 
There seem to be absolutely no 
measures in place for the 
registered patients or the walk-in 
people. Where are they supposed 
to go?” 

Margaret Marks, who has co¬ 


ordinated Haverhill’s First 
Responders for many years, and 
husband Tim Marks, who was 
recently elected as Mayor of St 
Edmundsbury, said they remained 
“absolutely incensed” by the 
comments from NHS Suffolk. 

Mrs Marks said: “They are totally 
ignoring the facts and they are that 
the GPs cannot increase access to 
doctors or make appointments in 
a shorter timeframe because they 
simply do not have capacity. 

“The GPs are run off their feet - 
hence the 22,000-plus visits to the 
Crown Health Centre.”

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Crime down as 
crooks caught 


CRIME figures in Haverhill 
have taken a dramatic dip - 
despite a sharp spike earlier 
in the year. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, police 
sector commander for Haverhill, 
said he was delighted with the 
latest figures and paid tribute to 
the hard work of his officers in 
achieving a substantial reduct¬ 
ion in crime. 

However, he said officers 
would not let up in their efforts 
to maintain low crime rates in 
the town after putting some of 
“the usual suspects” behind bars. 

For the second week running, 
there have been no house 
burglaries in Haverhill in the past 
week. This is compared to a 
weekly average of one, and only 
one burglary of sheds or 
outbuildings, compared to a 
weekly average of three. 

In fanuary the town was hit by 
a crime spike, with 33 acquisitive 
crimes - in which property is 
stolen - reported in just one 
week, compared to an average 
over the previous three years of 
18. 

This year, since April 1, a total

Car crime and public order 
offences were both up, but Insp 
Ferrie said he believed the 
increase in the second category 
was because police were dealing 
more robustly with incidents.

Burglar jailed 
for ‘terrifying’ 
raid on house

A MAN who subjected a 
teenager to a terrifying 
ordeal after breaking into 
what he thought was an 
empty house has been 
jailed for seven years. 

Lee Holland, 29, of Wellington 
Terrace, Haverhill, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of aggravated 
burglary when he appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The court heard how 19-year- 
old Thomas Leegood was in bed 
at his home in Clarendon Road, 
Haverhill, on the morning of 
January 19. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp said 
Mr Leegood heard what he 
believed was someone breaking 
into the house followed by the 
sound of someone searching his 
sister’s bedroom. 

After calling the police, Mr 
Leegood was still in bed when the 
door to his room opened and in

came Holland armed with a knife 
and a rolling pin, said Mr Crimp. 

Mr Crimp told the court that 
Holland had “tapped” Mr 
Leegood on the head with the 
rolling pin before starting to 


gather some of Mr Leegood’s 
possessions. 

Moments later, police officers 
arrived at the house and Holland 
took hold of Mr Leegood’s arm 
and threatened to kill him with 
the knife if he didn’t tell the 
police to leave. 

Mr Leegood had described the 
incident as “the scariest thing 
that had ever happened to him”, 
said Mr Crimp. 

Police intervened and Mr 
Leegood was freed while Holland 
suffered a broken ankle as he 
tried to escape, but was captured 
almost immediately. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, said 
Holland had believed the house 
had been unoccupied and denied 
going to the premises armed with 
any weapons. 

While Mr Leegood had been 
struck with the rolling pin, he had 
not suffered any serious injury. 

Sentencing Holland to seven 
years’ imprisonment, Judge 
David Goodin described Mr 
Leegood’s ordeal as “terrifying.”

Sir, people in Haverhill are concerned 
about the effect on them of the 
closure of the Crown Health Centre, 
as highlighted in our local newspaper. 
This centre was set up primarily to 
reduce the unacceptable 
proportionately large number of 
people from Haverhill going to A&E 
departments. It was to be a walk-in 
centre composing of a doctor with the 
equipment necessary and supported 
by a nurse. This should ensure that 
the majority of Haverhill patients, 
who would otherwise have gone to 
A&E at Addenbrooke’s or West Suffolk, 
would be treated in Haverhill. An 
excellent solution. I understand that 
there is a fixed charge levied on the 
PCT for each acceptance into A&E so 
a potential cost saving could be made. 
Haverhill is a growing town and the 
town council is demonstrating that it 
wants to develop the town in a way 
that reflects the fact that it is now the 
fifth-largest in Suffolk. In the past four 
years many improvements have been 
made to the town for the benefit of all 
residents. This includes the addition 
of the Crown Health Centre. 

It is not surprising to me to hear that 
the number of visits to A&E by 
residents of Haverhill has remained 
fairly constant since the health centre 
became operational, although a 
decline was expected. The town is 
growing and therefore you would 
expect the number of visits to A&E to 
increase. So it appears to me that the 
Crown Health Centre is effectively 
reducing the number of A&E 


admissions. I understand that the 
equipment necessary for the doctor 
to provide all the services was not 
made available, so there could have 
been a greater reduction in the 
attendance at A&E than was actually 
achieved. 

There is a situation where, if the 
Crown Health Centre did not exist, 
patients would have to go to A&E for 
situations not requiring the attention 
of a doctor such as cuts requiring 
steri-strips, strains and sprains, some 
asthma and other allergic situations 
where prescribed medicine is not 
available etc. Many common 
accidents and complaints can be 


readily addressed and/or progressed 
onwards by a senior nurse 
practitioner and it does not 
necessarily need the initial attention 
of a doctor or paramedic. Having a 
24-hour nurse practitioner service 
“emergency attention centre” based 
in Haverhill should fulfil the initial 
objective of the Crown Health Centre. 
Having 24-hour cover by a nurse 
practitioner service should also 
reduce the use of out-of-hours 
doctors service, whose centre is being 
moved out of Haverhill, and also 
reduce the load on the ambulance 
service. As a result there should be 
savings to existing costs. Where could 


this emergency attention centre be 
located? How about it one of the 
existing surgeries in the Christmas 
Makings complex or in one of the 
health centre buildings in Camps 
Road? 

I am concerned that some 900 people 
have registered with the Crown 
Health Centre rather than one of the 
Haverhill doctor’s surgeries. This 
surely was not one of the objectives of 
the centre. It has been evident over 
the past few years that waiting times 
for a doctors’ appointment have 
increased, in my view unacceptably. 
Do we need a new doctors’ surgery in 
another part of town? Could this 
emergency attention centre somehow 
help relieve the pressure on our 
doctors’ service? 

I am delighted to see that our local 
newspaper is taking on the fight for 
maintaining the quality of the health 
service in Haverhill. What we need 
now is a champion who can promote 
an agreed working plan of the way 
ahead for our town’s health services. I 
believe the residents of Haverhill and 
outlying villages deserve a 24-hour 
walk-in service in Haverhill to provide 
a quick diagnosis and fix or progress 
onwards their conditions rather than 
having to go all the way to A&E 
departments. 

I have tried to make these comments 
and observations in a constructive 
light and I hope very much that we do 
not lose our 24-hour walk-in centre.

Pair caught with 
bags of ketamine 


TWO men who admitted having 
a large amount of the class C 
drug ketamine in their poss¬ 
ession have appeared before 
magistrates. 

Robbie Brophy, 20, of Wratting Road, 
Haverhill, and Frazer Priestley, 20, of 
Downs Place, Haverhill, admitted 
possessing 71.49 grams of the drug in 
Haverhill in February. 

Magistrates adjourned their case for 
three weeks so that pre-sentence reports 
can be prepared, looking at a possible 
community order including unpaid 
work, but keeping all options open. 

Lesla Small, prosecuting, said police 
executed a search warrant at Brophy’s 
flat and found three bags of a white 
substance. 

Forensic examination showed this was 
ketamine, which police estimated to 
have a street value of between £1,700 
and £2,250. 

The two were arrested, after both of 
their fingerprints were found on the 
bags, but gave no-comment interviews 
to police. 

Lyndon Davies, representing both 
men, said although it was quite a large 
amount, the drugs were for their own 
use. They had paid £200 each for the 
ketamine and suspected it might have 
been an alternative ‘legal high’ substance 
because of the price. 

Fracture risk highlighted 


Mr Davies disputed the police 
valuation, which he said would have 
made the drug more expensive than 
cocaine, and estimated it at nearer £700. 

He said: “It was bought in bulk for 
personal use at a time when they were 
using quite a lot of it. 

“It seems to be the drug of choice for a 
lot of younger people in the Haverhill 
area. The police valuation suggests a 
price of £25 to £35 a gram, when the 
whole point of this being a party drug 
with teenagers is that it is relatively 
cheap. 


“The most they would expect to have 
paid was £10 to £15 a gram for smaller 
quantities.” 

David Dean, chairman of the bench, 
said their sentences might be different as 
Priestly had never been before a court, 
but Brophy had a previous conviction for 
a drug offence in 2009 and was subject to 
an anti-social behaviour order for his 
involvement in an illegal rave. 

He said: “We are conscious of the fact 
that this was a large amount and you, Mr 
Brophy, are in debt at the moment from 
paying fines to the Crown Court.”

Police delighted to see ‘crime magnets’ go 


POLICE are hoping that empty 
school buildings which had been 
targeted by arsonists, vandals 
and metal thieves will be 
demolished as soon as possible 
now Government approval has 
been received.

system, had become ‘absolute crime 
magnets’, with constant reports from 
members of the public of them being 
broke into. 

Insp Ferrie said: “It cannot happen 
soon enough for me - we will be 
delighted to see them levelled. They 
have become absolute crime magnets, 
with people breaking in to steal metal 
and damaging them. 


“What these people don’t realise 
when they crawl into the roof space of 
these buildings to steal pipes is that is 
that most of them contain asbestos, 
and they are exposing themselves to 
danger from it.” 

Insp Ferrie said he was hoping that 
plans to demolish both buildings 
would go ahead in the next few weeks, 
after receiving approval from the 
education minister. The Castle Hill site 
is likely to be redeveloped for housing, 
while the Chalkstone site is earmarked 
for a community use.

Ofsted 

praise

A SCHOOL which develops its 
pupils into “thoughtful, mature 
and responsible young people” 
has been given the highest 
possible rating by inspectors. 

Ofsted lavished praise on Linton Village 
College (LVC) following a two-day visit 
earlier this month, rating it as outstanding 
for the achievement of its pupils, quality of 
teaching, behaviour, safety, leadership and 
management. 

A team of four inspectors - who 
recorded the school as ‘outstanding’ 
overall - observed more than 30 lessons, 
met groups of students, staff and 
governors, and received questionnaires 
from about 400 parents and carers. 

Lead inspector Gulshanbir Kayembe 
said in the report: “LVC provides an 
outstanding all-round education for its 
students. Consequently all groups of 
students achieve exceptionally well and 
develop into thoughtful, mature and 
responsible young people by the time they 
leave. 

“Teaching is outstanding overall and 
rarely less than good. Assessment 
information is used exceptionally well to 
challenge students to achieve their very 
best.” 

LVC currently has 828 students and 
became an academy in February last year. 

Headteacher Caroline Derbyshire was 
singled out for praise. 

Mr Kayembe said: “The principal leads 
by example, setting the highest of 
expectations for all in order to achieve the 
college’s mission of being a ‘world-class 
centre of learning’. 

“Leaders at all levels have worked 
successfully together to improve the 
quality of teaching since the last 
inspection and to maintain high levels of 
achievement.” 

But there is still room for improvement 
at the Cambridge Road school, with Ofsted 
asking teachers to be more precise when 
giving feedback to students so they know 
how they are doing and where they need to 
work harder. 

Mrs Derbyshire said: “These findings 
truly reflect the way in which the school 
has improved over the last five years and 
are a tribute to our students and teachers. 

“We are particularly delighted because 
LVC is the first secondary school in 
Cambridgeshire to receive an ‘outstanding’ 
judgment since the new, more rigorous 
Ofsted inspection framework was 
introduced in January 2012.”

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Chimney fires are best avoided

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Life after Potterland 


F RESH out of Anglia Ruskin 
University with an illustration 
degree under his belt, Thomas 
Taylor dropped off his portfolio at a 
London publisher, and was delighted to 
land his first professional commission. 

The brief? To design the cover of a new book, by 
an unknown author, about a certain young wizard 
called... Harry Potter. 

In the 15 years since creating the iconic cover for 
Harry Potter and the Philosopher’s Stone, Thomas 
has written and illustrated more than 10 picture 
books for children, and has just penned his first 
novel. 

A thriller for readers aged 10 and above, 

Haunters is being launched at a special event at 
Heffers in Cambridge this evening, which will be 
like coming home for Thomas - he worked at 
Heffers’ Children’s Shop for five years in the 1990s. 

But he’s bracing himself for the wizard-related 
questions that will inevitably crop up. 

“I never really have an awful lot to say about it, 
that’s the problem,” he confides. 

“I just happened to drop off my samples at the 
right time: among them I had a dragon or two, and 
some wizards, and they decided to give it to me.” 

Back then, he adds, nobody had heard of JK 
Rowling: “It was an unknown book by an unknown 
author, so an unknown illustrator seemed 
appropriate, I suppose. 

“They gave me the book to read, and there’s a 
passage early on where Harry is described, so I just 
went ahead and did my best.” Did he have any 
inkling, when he read it, that it’d become a global 
phenomenon? 

“No, I can’t say that I did,” admits Thomas. “I did 
enjoy it, but I didn’t think ‘wow, this is going to be 
the next big thing’. It just seemed like a great little 
adventure.” 

Still, it’s a very nice calling card. 

Thomas’s only regret, in fact, is not buying a first 



edition: only 450 were printed (“we had 10 in 
Heffers!”) and by the time the publishers sent him 
one, it was already on its second edition. 

Naturally, Thomas is hoping there’ll be plenty of 
editions of Haunters, and he admits he’s particularly 
pleased with it. 

“It’s a supernatural thriller about people who can 
travel in time using their dreams. 

“When they get there they’re perceived as ghosts, 
where they can either help people in the past, or 
haunt them, in order to try and make them behave 
differently and change the course of history.” 

It sounds pretty scary: “It’s not really. There’s a 
lot about fear in there, but it’s exciting, it’s not 
meant to scare the reader - although the cover looks 
pretty scary!” 

Yet it’s a far cry from the rather gentler picture 
books Thomas usually writes, which include the 
likes of Little Mouse and the Big Cupcake and 
Jack’s Tractor. 

“It’s quite a big leap,” he agrees, “but actually 
I’ve always wanted to write novels, I’ve just been a 
bit cowardly about getting round to trying it. But it’s 
worked out OK so far, and I think fiction is where 
my real home is.” 


Still, Thomas will never be able to entirely 
distance himself from THAT book: “Harry Potter 
gave me a magical start to my career and I’m very 
grateful to him for that. He also gave me my 15 
minutes of bar-room fame one Cambridge evening 
during the legendary Bird in Hand pub quiz,” he 
adds. 

“The quiz master, who didn’t know me at all, 
asked: ‘How is Thomas Taylor related to Harry 
Potter’s JK Rowling?’ 

“I was stunned, but at least I knew the answer.”

THIRD time’s a charm for the sharp- 
suited Men In Black, who rediscover 
their swagger 10 years after the 
lacklustre second instalment. 

Set largely in July 1969, MIB3 
is a time-travelling caper which 
ties up loose threads in a neat 
bow, suggesting this could and 
perhaps should be the end of the 
Smith and Jones double-act. 

It would be an entertaining 
swansong for a franchise which 
burst onto the big screen in 1997 
and became one of the year’s 
biggest hits behind Titanic and The 
Lost World: Jurassic Park. 

Director Barry Sonnenfeld 
imbues each breathlessly 
orchestrated scene with impish 
humour, from a protracted kiss 
that churns stomachs to a slime- 
slathered skirmish with a giant 
fish. 

The film opens in the Lunar Max 
high security prison where a 
Boglodite assassin called Boris 


The Animal (Jemaine Clement) 
engineers a daring escape with 
help from his sexy girlfriend 
(Nicole Scherzinger). The snarling 
supervillain plans to travel back in 
time and kill the man who put him 
behind bars and shot off his left 
arm: Agent K (Tommy Lee Jones). 

The ripple effect causes Agent K 
to disappear from the future, 
heralding a full-scale Boglodite 
invasion of Earth. 

Having ascertained the past has 
been altered, Agent J (Will Smith) 
also travels back to 1969 where 


he meets the young Agent K (Josh 
Brolin), who claims to be 29 years 
old. 

With assistance from the young 
Agent 0 (Alice Eve) and an 
otherworldly soothsayer called 
Griffin (Michael Stuhlbarg), J races 
against the clock to save his best 
friend from annihilation. 

Men In Black 3 initially treats us 
to Smith and Jones in full flow. 

Once the plot steps back in 
time, Brolin broadly captures the 
deadpan delivery and mannerisms 
of Jones’s elder incarnation.

QARDENINO*

I F you’ve ever walked past an 
ornamental lake and 
marvelled at the fish in the 
water, perhaps it’s time to 
introduce some fish into your 
own pond. 

While water in a garden can create an 
air of peace and tranquillity, fish can 
provide extra character and movement 
and will quickly learn to respond to their 
owners, although it isn’t a great idea to 
tame them. 

However, you can’t just pick out a 
pretty one from an aquatic centre and 
take it home and hope for the best. There 
are several important considerations 
before you begin. 

Firstly, the pond needs to be of an 
adequate size to accommodate the fish 
and give them the best chance of 
survival. The rule of thumb is to allow 
lcm of fish body length for every 60 sq 
cm of pond surface. 

The pool also needs an area at least 
75-110cm (30-39in) deep which will 
remain ice-free, giving the fish a resting 
place in winter. If you're hoping to keep 
koi carp, this area will need to be deeper 
- around 1.2m (4ft). 

The most obvious choice for a small 
pond is the common goldfish. Go to a 


reputable aquatics centre and select fish 
which are small and compact, look alert 
and active, are swimming well and not 
looking listless or unhealthy. Avoid those 
with torn fins, fluffy growths or blood 
stains on them. 

More exotic goldfish, such as 
twintails and fantails, do better in 
aquariums rather than ponds. Golden 
orfe are surface swimmers and need a 
pond at least 3m (10ft) long as they may 
jump out of smaller ponds if startled. 
They make excellent display fish, but 
grow quite large so are not suitable for 


smaller pools. Other suitable fish for 
ponds include shubunkins and golden 
comet. 

If you have a larger pond you can 
consider keeping koi, an ornamental 
species of carp which are much prized 
by the Japanese for their exotic 
colouring and marking. Always buy koi 
only from a reputable source and make 
sure that your garden is secure, as large 
or well-coloured specimens are 
extremely valuable. 

When you are creating a new pond, 
make sure the plants are established and 


the water is clear and balanced before 
introducing any fish. A six-month period 
will allow the water plants to grow, 
providing some shade and a few hiding 
places, while the oxygenating plants 
have time to become established. 

Floating foliage will give fish shade 
and cover from herons and other 
predators, while all the plants in and 
around the edges of the pond take up 
fish waste matter with their roots and 
help to keep the water in good condition. 

Suitable plants for ponds include iris, 
nymphaea, Acorus calamus and 


Butomus umbellatus. Canadian 
pondweed is good for the water if you 
have fish, as it’s an evergreen which 
keeps oxygenating the pond all year 
round and you don’t need to plant it. 
Bunches are sold weighted down at one 
end and will root into the debris which 
builds up in the bottom. However, it is 
invasive and will need to be thinned out 
several times in the summer to stop it 
taking over. 

Let fish acclimatise to the water 
gradually. It’s a good idea to let them 
float in a plastic bag on the surface for 
an hour until the water adjusts to pond 
temperature and then open the bag and 
let them swim out. 

Pond fish are cold-blooded and the 
amount of food they need depends upon 
their activity, which is closely tied to the 
water temperature. Goldfish and koi 
become very sluggish below 8-10C and 
it is generally best not to feed them when 
daytime temperatures fall below 10C or 
if there is any night-time ice on the 
pond. Feeding at too low a temperature 
can result in food being uneaten and 
polluting the water. 

Even when it is mild enough, feed 
only lightly until warmer weather 
arrives. Special foods are available for 
cool weather feeding that are more 
readily digested. Follow the 
manufacturer’s recommendations on 
when to feed and use a pool 
thermometer if necessary to monitor 
water temperature. Feeding during the 
milder days of autumn can help to build 
fish up for their winter ‘down time’, and 
feeding in the warmer days of spring 
will help them to recover from the 
winter. When really cold weather finally 
arrives, it’s best to stop feeding 
altogether.

MOT failure data offers Chevrolet unleashes the 2012 Camaro 

useful reliability picture 


ANALYSIS of 24.5 million 
MOT records has 
revealed that one in five 
cars registered in 2008 
failed their first MOT, 
with testers most likely to 
fail cars from French 
firms Renault, Citroen 
and Peugeot. 

The research by 
honestjohn.co.uk involved 
examining tens of millions of 
records obtained from the 
Vehicle Operator and Services 
Agency through the Govern¬ 
ment’s OpenData scheme. 

The data shows that between 
October 1, 2010 and September 
30, 2011, one in five cars 
(352,000 in total) failed their 
first MOT. 

The most common reasons 
were lighting and signalling 
(164,837 fails), followed closely 


by tyres (96,760 fails), headlight 
aim (82,555 fails) and issues 
with the driver’s view of the 
road (80,605 fails). 

European manufacturers are 
at the bottom of the table for 
first MOT failures. The worst 
performer, Renault, was 
followed by the British-built 
Mini, with Citroen taking third 
from bottom. 

A surprise addition to the 
bottom 10 list, given that its 
cars are traditionally a byword 
for durability, is Volvo, with 
more than 5,800 of the Swedish 
manufacturer’s 26,000 2008- 
registered cars failing their first 
MOT. 

By contrast, the top three 
places go to Lexus, Suzuki and 
Honda, with troubled Swedish 
maker Saab in at number four. 

Broken down by model, the 
detailed data reveals that the 
worst performing family car 


was the Renault Megane, with 
only 71 per cent of cars 
registered in 2008 passing their 
first MOT. 

The Renault Megane was 
most likely to fail on lighting 
and signalling problems, but 
was also three times more likely 
to fail on steering faults than 
the industry average. 

The top model was the 
Suzuki Splash with a 90 per 
cent pass rate in its first MOT.

“She’s a big girl but it’s a 
great drive,” Huff said of the 
6.2-litre V8, adding: “At the end 
of the day, being the UK am¬ 
bassador for Chevrolet, I 
thought I should set an example 
really.” 

Quite so! So what’s the 0-60 


shunt like, Rob? 

“0-60? I went for the auto 
option with the manual paddle 
system which takes you into 
complete manual, that is the 
auto won’t override it, so the 0- 
60 is around 5.6 seconds 
whereas for the manual it 
would be 5.4 seconds.” 

So Boxster territory, speed- 
wise? 

“It’s very much in the 
Boxster/M3 speed figure but 
obviously it’s a much bigger 
and heavier car and I have to 
say I’m impressed with the 
balance. American cars are 
excellent on a straight line, of 
course, but this is responsive 
on a track and there’s lots of 
grip, plus it’s surprisingly 
spacious and comfortable. Plus 
of course with the history of the 
Camaro you go down streets 
and kids are pointing saying 
‘Look, it’s that car’. This is a 
car that everyone loves 
because of the history.” 

The pointing, of course, 
comes because of the 
prominent role the Camaro 


plays in Fast & Furious, and the 
1960s Camaro will always be a 
legend in its own right. Indeed, 
Huff is planning to drive a rare 
Roger Penske Camaro at 
Goodwood this summer. 

“It’s a historic racer,” he says 
of the possibility. “It’s the 640 
horsepower V8 and I’m trying 
to get them to run me at Spa 
next month. I got them involved 
as the current Camaro is 
modelled on the 1969 version 
and you can see how the Chevy 
has evolved while keeping the 
classicness intact. I’ll also be at 
Goodood this summer, where 
the new Camaro will make its 
debut. There’s two events, the 
first is the Hill Climb which I’ll 
do in the 2012 edition, and I’ll 
do timed runs in the Penske. 
“Meanwhile I’m running it as an 
everyday car and will use it at 
events.” 

Those events will include the 
Two Counties Motor Show next 
month.

Perfect Paffett 
stretches lead 


GARY Paffett recorded his first German 
Touring Car Masters (DTM) victory at 
Brands Hatch and, in the process, 
extended his championship lead to 
25 points. 

The Haverhill driver was dominant at 
the Kent circuit, leading from lights to 
flag after qualifying on pole position by 
0.2sec - the biggest gap of any qualifying 
session this year. 

Paffett had to defend from the BMW 
of Bruno Spengler during the early 
stages but he began to pull away and 
after 30 laps was 3sec ahead. 

A comfortable pit-stop ensured he 
rejoined the track ahead of his rival and, 
for the next 23 laps, he kept 
his Mercedes C-Coupe well ahead of 
the field. 

His second pit-stop did not go so 
smoothly because of a problem with the 
right-front wheel, but the couple of 



seconds he lost did not matter as he had 
built up a big enough lead to get back 
out in first place. 

Once again he extended his lead over 
Spengler and took a comfortable win 
after 97 laps of the Indy circuit for his 
second victory of the campaign. 

“It’s an incredible feeling to win at my 
home race,” he said. “It’s the first time 
I’ve won a DTM race at Brands Hatch 
and it’s a special achievement to do this 
in front of my home crowd and to give 
them something to celebrate after all the 
support they have given me. 

“Brands Hatch is one of the most 
demanding tracks on the calendar as it's 
such a short track, so keeping your 
concentration is vital. 

“I didn’t get the best of starts but held 
my position into turn one and then it 
was a case of pushing hard throughout 
the race as Bruno was always there, so 
there was no time to relax.” 

Paffett leads the championship on 68 
points with Spengler second on 43. 

The series resumes at the Red Bull 
Ring in Spielbergt, Austria, on June 3.
